MONTGOMERY, ALA., Negro ‘citizens began “hine* 
weeks ago. .t0 fight for courtesy, the right to a seat and the: 
’ hiring o drivers on that city’s lines. They now 
seat found emselves up against a city government head- 
ed by four members of the White Citizens Council— 
Mayor W. A. Gaye and three City Commissioners, includ- 
ing Police Commissioner Clyde Sellers. 

Last. Monday night the white supremacists ‘moved 
. from verbal racist incitements to a bombing of the home 
of Rev. M. L. King, leader of the boycott. The city gov- 
‘ernment itself helped to inspire the would-be assassins. _ 

- This is a clear conspiracy not only to thwart the grant- 
ing of just demands but to make it dangerous for any Negro 
._ to present such a demand. This conspiracy deserves an in- 
vestigation by Sen. Thomas C. Hennings’ Senate Sub-Com- 
‘mittee ‘on Constitutional Liberties. -'The American Civil 

Liberties Union ought to look into this civil liberties viola- 

_ tion-in Montgomery. And the Justice Department has the 
clear jurisdiction to investigate and prosecute this ‘cori- 
spiracy by elected officials to deprive citizens of the right 

to petition. 

*: The White Citizens Councils are out to win by every 
means the un-American~battle they are waging against 
-democracy in Montgomery. In this uneven-fight they have © 
the-full force of ‘the city government on their side. if they 
win it will be because the nation permitted latter-day Con- 
federatés and white collar Klansmen to replace the Con- 
stitution with WCC's racist code. We owe it to ourselves 
to exert every pressure for federal. government and private 
aid to Montgomerys embattled Negroes, 


WESTINGHOUSE AND MIAMI 


_ THE STRIKE-of 55,000 Westinghouse Electric work- 
ers in its 110th day, with.no visible signs of a settlement. 
When the executive council of the AFL-CIO begins its 
‘sessions next Monday in Miami, the walkout will be near 
the 116-day postwar record set by the workers of the same 
company in 1946. 

: Westinghouse has. always been notorious as a union- 
hater, whether in 1946 when struck by the United Electri- 
‘cal, Radio and Machine Workers or in 1956° when struck 
by the. UE and the IUE, the latter well known as a right- 
wing Jed union. 

The AFL-CIO council will have toerecognize, how- 
ever that the billion-dollar corporation is today fronting 
for those who have for some time been building up an of- 
fensive against labor, And they are especially interested 
in keeping that offensive going in face of the newly-found- 
ed labor unity. - 

-. We also see some splendid examples of solidarity for 
the strikers both from former-AFL and CIO unions. In 
New York. City the AFL and CIO’ central bodies: formed 
a joint_committee to help the strikers with a million-dol- 
lars within a month: Reports from other areas tell of gen- 
erous- ‘contributions at plant = collections, This -cam= 
paign-should be intensitied.- 

. ‘But the. top body of the AFL. -CIO has yet to make its 
leadership felt in this struggle. The Westinghouse Corp. 
should ‘be told next Monday that it has not yet felt the 
fall force of labor, and the AFL-CIO will take new mee 
to insure a victory for the workers. 


TRUMAN’S PRAISE 


HARRY. “TRUMAN “breezed into town’=as 
the news accounts always begin—and said -that President 
Eisenhower's reply to Premier Bulganin was “the best 
thing he's done in foreign affairs since he's “been in” the 
White House.” 

. The next day, Truman amend this—in his “breezy” 
way-—saying everything else Eisenhower had done had 
“all been bad.” 

By inference, this would include the ending of the 
SB War. It also includes Geneva, to which Truman 
was Openly- hostile. at the time. ‘When Truman finally 
gets around to praising the President, therefore, it is 
no boost for Eisenhower—nor for ‘the Democratic. ‘Party 
either.

000 Montgomery Negroes, elo- 
quently articulated by 27-year- 
old Rey. Martin Luther King,

if Negroes won ‘the right to be 
fullledged citizens on the buses, 
then they might want te express 
that. same citizenship for jobs in 
establishmerts where no Negro 
osales personnel is | hired. 


' FIRST, all the reascsiin pow- 
ers of white supremacy 
were brought to bear. The 
Montgome Advertiser, which 
also ca a full page. paid 
appeal from Negro ministers, ad- 
vised the Negroes on Dec. -13, 


1954: 

. White Citizens Councils 
are ‘growing in aréas with dense 
Negro populations. Their power 
to inflict economic injury- on 
Negro has been demonstrated. 

. The bus boycott here is a 
painful economic injury te the 
company. 

“But as a matter of the facts 
of life, Negro leaders should 
reckon. with two realities: 

“lL. The white man’s economic 
artillery is far superior, better 
emplaced, and commanded by 
more experienced gunners. 

“2._The white man holds all 
the offices of government ma- 
chinery. There will be white 
rule as far as the eye can see.” 


Thé Advertiser considered this 
advice. Its tone, however, was 
that of a threat. 

The boycott. continied and 
grew. The bus company was. 

reed to curtail. about: half its 
services and raise fares 50 per- 
cent. Thus the entire city (since 
Negroes. were not. riding, it af- 
fected white Montgomery citi- 
zens exclusively), was faxed to 
support the ~ continuance - of 
white ~ supremacy. arrogance 
against Negroes.
